WASHINGTON — President Eis- 
hower’s reply at his press confer­ 
ence to a q uestion asking for an 
appraisal of his first six months in 
office has occasioned a variety of 
com m ents—some of them making 
the point that the President seem­ 
ed on the defensive. 
Mr. Eisnhower is not the type 
to blow his ow'n horn, and yet he is 
well aw are that people are im­ 
patient 
for 
certain 
fundamental 
chang es in the Trum an policies 
that 
have 
not yet 
been 
made. 
There was something , therefore, 
modest and restrained in the Pre­ 
sident’s evaluation of his first half- 
year. Actually he has made real 
prog ress in learning what the pre­ 
sidency IS about. 
Disinterested persons, irrespec­ 
tive of 
political 
affiliation, 
will 
concede not only that Mr. Eisen­ 
hower IS as well 
liked as any 
President in a half century, but 
that there exists on almost every 
.side a sincere wish to have him 
succeed. 
Having paid tribute to Mr. Eis­ 
enhower’s 
conscientiousness 
of 
purpose and fairness, as he under­ 
stands the issues, one can still say 
that his first six months have re­ 
corded a num ber of neg ative de­ 
velopments for which misg uided 
adviser.s have been larg ely respon­ 
sible.

sense a puppet. 
He is pushed in 
one direction or the other by those 
with a prejudice in favor of thus 
or that policy, and often the g roup 
pressures reach him and influence 
him when he least suspects them. 


Needs Indoctrination

ple, It is politically a mistake to 
plung e headlong into any unne* e.s- 
sary controversy within one’s own 
party — especially when it has 
such a narrow marg in as a m ajor­ 
ity. 
The B» >hlen episode was hailed 
as a “ victory,” but it was a eostly 
one. The fig ht ag ainst Representa­ 
tive Dan Reed on the excess-prof- 
its tax left wounds that will not 
soon be healed.

House Hostility Increasing

sentments but is an insistence on

think is a Republican viewpoint in 
accord with cam paig n promises.

Worst of all was the President’s 
ill-advised and unnecessary speech 
at Dartmouth on "book burning ” — 
a reflection on his own D epart­ 
ment of State — which was hailed 
with g lee by D em ocrats but which 
has caused bad feeling in Republi­ 
can ranks in Cong ress. Next was 
Mr, Eisenhower’s issuance of an 
unfortunately phrased teleg ram on

It is not easy to remain cool 
when the weather is hot and hu­ 
mid, but thor#* are a few trick* 
to make it easier to grin and hear 
it.

Most tragic part about the South­ 
west drought is that the damage 
will N» even greater next year 
unless some sort of a cover crop is 
grows before the windy season 
starts in March.

Crackpot Ideas 
In those years, politicians used 
to criticize the “ crackpot ideas’’ 
of Henry Wallace and Rexford Guy 
Tugwell.

W ASHINGTON — President Els- 
hower’s reply at his press confer­ 
ence to a question asking for an 
appraisal of his first six months in 
office has occasioned a variety of 
comments—some of them making 
the point that the President seem­ 
ed on the defensive. 
Mr. Eisnhow'er is not the type 
to blow his own horn, and yet he is 
well aware that people are im­ 
patient 
for certain fundamental 
changes in the Truman policies 
that have not yet been made. 
There was something, therefore, 
modest and restrained in the Pre­ 
sident's evaluation of his first half- 
year. Actually he has made real 
progress in learning what the pre­ 
sidency is about. 
Disinterested persons, irrespec­ 
tive of political affiliation, will 
concede not only that Mr. Eisen­ 
hower is as well liked as any 
President in a half century, but 
that there exists on almost every 
side a sincere wish to have him 
succeed. 
Having paid tribute to Mr. Eis­ 
enhower's 
conscientiousness 
of 
purpose and fairness, as he under­ 
stands the issues, one can still say 
that his first six months have re­ 
corded a number of negative de­ 
velopments for which misguided 
advisers have been largely respon­ 
sible. 
Every president is in

sense a puppet. 
He is pushed in

or that policy, and often the group 
pressures reach him and influence 
him when he least suspects them.

The question was whether 
Type 31, as this single plane was 
named, presaged or did not pre­ 
sage a Soviet effort to turn out an 
aircraft comparable to our B-36. 
Most intelligence experts forecast 
that such a plane would be in quan­ 
tity production this year, after th# 
usual interval for testing and im­ 
proving the prototype. But the Pen­ 
tagon, with its customary reckless 
optimism about Soviet deficiencies, 
maintained that this forecast was 
quite groundless. 
It is now almost certain that the 
forecast has come true. The new 
Soviet strategic bomber is not only 
known to exist. There is every rea­ 
son to believe, in addition, that it 
is being produced in quantity.

NO SYSTEM of bidding ever 
Introduced In th# United SUte# 
has caused so much controversy, 
pro and con, aa that called "The 
Roth-Stone ayatem." Developed 
over the lait tome year* by Al 
Roth, of Washington. D. C. and 
Tobiaa Stone, of New York City, 
two brilliant tournament playerx 
of the younger group, together 
with help from their aaaociatee, 
it baa achieved an astonishing 
record of victories in national 
competition. Were it not for that 
fact, little attention would be 
paid to IL 
Some of IU best known ene­ 
mies insist that it la so different 
from older established method*, 
and confuses so many opponents 
unfamiliar with It, that it should 
be barred completely from for­ 
mal events. They maintain that, 
even lf a person learns the sys­ 
tem thoroughly, yet does not use 
it. he is at an unsportsmanly dis­ 
advantage anyway, through lack 
of practice In the best way* to 
compete against it This last ob­ 
jection will cease to exist if the 
system g a i n s fairly widespread 
use.
